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Generally, waiver of the disqualification of a judge need not be made expressly; ! however, where a statute requires all parties 
and counsel to sign an agreement waiving the issue of disqualification, a party does not waive the issue where a written waiver 
is not executed, regardless of whether the party's attorney was aware of the issue, as counsel's knowledge cannot be imputed 


to the party.” 


Waiver may be implied from a party's actions or inactions, such as— 


— failure to object or move for disqualification.’ 
— withdrawal of a disqualification motion.“ 


— failure to follow the requisite procedures for recusal.> 
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— participating in the proceedings.° 


— acquiescing in or requesting the judge to act in a judicial capacity under certain circumstances.’ 


Whether a party's actions or inaction constitutes a waiver depends on the circumstances of each case.® 
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
